The News which came lately from Hanover, of a 
Plot difcovered to deftroy the Reigning Family of 
Brunfwick Wolfembutrle by Poyfon, and that the 
faid Confpiracy is of at lealt 5 Years Exifterice, has 
occafioned an Inquiry into the Manner how the 
feveral Dukes have died within that Term ; for it 
may be remembered, that the Britifh Court was 
twice in Mourning laft Year for the Death of two 
Reigning Dukes ot this Family. 

he firft then was Auguftus William of Brunfwick 
Lunenburg, (Son to Duke Anthony Ulrick) who 
died the rath of March 1731, O.S. in the 79th 
Year of his Age, without Ifluc by either of his three 
Wives, who were, 1. Chriftina Sophia of Brunfwick. 
2. Sophia Amelia of Holftein Gottorp ; and 3. Eli- 
zabeth Sophia of Holftein Norbourg, whom he left 
a Widow after two Years Marriage. 

The fecond was his Brother Lewis Rodolph, who 
died the firft of March 1734-5. And by bis Wife 
Chriftina Louifa, Printefs of Octingen, whom he 
married in 1690, he had three Daughters, viz. 
1. Chriftina Elizabeth, the prefent Emprefs of Ger- 
many. 2. A Daughter who married the Great Duke 
of Tufcany, and is fincedead. 3. Antonietta A- 
melia, married to Ferdinand Albert, Duke of Brunf- 
wick, Lunenbarg Bevern, his Coufin German and 
Succefior. 

The Third aid laft Duke was the faid Ferdinand 
Albert, who was born May 19, 1680, than whem 
Europe had projuc’d few Princes of more diftinguifh’d 
Merit, who had equal Knowledge, more Learning 
and Integrity, or more Valour and Experience in 
War. He had acquir’d a noble Reputation in 
Hungary, and was not only Brother-in-Law to the 
Emperor, but had a Regiment in his Service, and 
was Velt Marfhal General of his Forces, in which 
Quality he commanded the Emperor’s Army in the 
War that France declared againft his Imperial Me- 
jefty in 1733. He acquired great Reputation at the 
Head of a very weak Army, by hindering the French 
trom doing any thing more than taking Fort Kehl ia 
the firft Campaign, when the Emperor was furprife4 
and unprovided Ac the Opening of the Campaign 
in 1734, when he was alfo declared by the Dyer, 
Velt Marfhal General of the Armies of the Empire, 
-this-Prince oppofed—the Defigns of the Duke of 
Berwick, by Lines that he caft up at Muhiberg, and 
which were of good Service to Prince Eugene, in 
facilitating his Retreat towards Heilbron, when he 
came to take upon him the Command of the Imperial 
Army ; and that great General own'd, he never faw 
an thisg look better, or that was ffronger and better 
difpofed than thofe Lines, which the Duke of Be- 
vern had guarded, till then, with an Army of not 
25,000 Men. He had feven Sons, very hopeful 
young Princes, and feven Daughters (sy his Wife 
Antonietta Amelia aforefaid) the laft of whom was 
born in 1732, and he died the 23d of Auguft 1735, 
O. S. (about fix Months after his Father-in-law and 
Predeceffor) being 55 Years and three Months of 
Age. The Death of this Prince, who was pofleffed 

a 


and therefore univerfally beloved by his Su , was 
very fudden ; for as he fate at Supper at his Pleafure 
Houfe at Saltzdahl, about a League from Wolfem- 
buttle, he was feized with a violent Fit of the Cho- 
lick, which carried him off ina few Hours. 

The Fourth, viz. the prefent Duke of Brunfwick, 
is Charles (eldeft Son to the laft Duke) whoin 1733, 
married Philippina Charlotte, 3d Daughrer to the 
King of Prufha, and was with Prince Eugene on the 
Rhine, when his Father died. This Duke's eldeft 
Sifter, Elizabeth Chriftina, who is a Prince of about
